Chicago, Oct. 31.—President Taft, 


after three days of political conjec- 
ture which has been poured out be- 
fore him at every possible moment 
during his stay in Chicago, at a 
luncheon of the Hamilton Reoublican 
club spoke of his hopes for Republi- 
can victory in 1912. 


Said ho: "Now wo are at—some

It has been a 
bulwark of naf<>ty nnd protection to 
the people of the state. Human llfo

safely guarded under its provisions. 
It Is not in need of serious emenda- 
tion. Natura' progress and c'cveiop- 
incnt have doubtless made desirable 
Homo changes 
In the Ohio 
magna 


charta, but nothing radical in the way 
of a change Is needed or should bo 
permitted. 


To 
presorve this splendid docu- 


ment In Its Integrity, and to guard 
against the fastening of governmental 
fads upon the people of Ohio, men of 
character, ability and good common 
sense should be selected as delegates 
to the constitutional convention, t.'n- 
der the law, anyone who can secure 
the required number of signatures to 
a petition may become a candidate 
for a seat in the convention. Tho 
probabilities are that In the various 
counties there will be many candi- 
dates in proportion to their respective 
populations. The responsible 
voter 


will do well to consider tho char- 
acter and ability of the suppliant be- 
fore signing a petition, and will do 
still better by carefully scanning his 
ballot at tho polls in November, and 
voting only for men who have the 
general welfare and interest of the 
people at heart. It is time for vigi- 
lance and activity.—Cincinnati
